If the tax ordinance is sub- 
mitted to the voters by this date 
and it is approved, the present 
tax may be continued until 
April 15, 1957, when the city’s 
authority to tax earnings would 
expire. If the ordinance is dis- 
approved, the tax could be con- 
tinued only until April 15, 1956.

(AP)—Three midshipmen being 
graduated from the United 
States Naval Academy today 
must await completion of se- 
curity checks before commissions 
are issued to them.

Jackson commented that FBI 
director J. Edgar Hoover fre- 
quently testified before commit- 
tees and made speeches about 
the Communist danger.

Without direct reference to 
McCarthy by name or to his in-

the Government, the Attorney 
General neverthelees made it 
clear the Administration would 
not recede from its position. 


He spoke to about 750 attor- 
neys and their guests at a din- 
ner given by the Los Angeles 
Bar Association. 

Brownell said that new ad- 
ministrations in the past often 
have been confronted with 
struggles over a balance of pow- 
er between the executive and 
legislative branches. At times, 
the executive branch has sought 
to take over the legislative, and 
sometimes the legislative seeks 
to usurp the power of the exec- 
utive. 

‘This Won’t Work.’ 


“We know this won't work,” 
he said emphatically. He went 
on, in an obvious reference to 
the McCarthy-Army dispute: 


“The deepest secrets should 
remain in the possession of the 
executive branch and be exposed 
to public view only in courts in 
the prosecution of subversion.”

UST what is national security? That is the question raised by 
the decision of the majority of the board in the case of 


Dr. J. Robert Oppenheimer. 


On the main point—the only point of any serious import— 
Gordon Gray and his colleagues gave their judgment strongly 
for the great physicist. They reviewed all the evidence against 
Dr. Oppenheimer. They subjected all his pre-war political follies 
to the most meticulous examination. And they said three things 
with great positiveness and clarity. 


First, this nation “particularly 
owes” to Dr. Oppenheimer “a 
great debt of gratitude for loyal 
and magnificent service.” 

Second, Dr. Oppenheimer’s re- 
pentance of past folly is un- 
doubted. He is “a loyal citizen”; 
and his “loyalty and love of 
country” are attested by. “much 
responsible and positive evi- 
dence.” the testimony as 
to his “deep devotion to his 
country” is both “eloquent and 
convincing.” 

Third, Dr. Oppenheimer “seems 
to have had a high degree of dis- 
cretion reflecting an unysual abil- 
ity to keep to himself vital se- 
crets.” There is not an atom of 
evidence that he at any time com- 
municated any classified infor- 
mation whatever to any person 
not cleared to receive such infor- 
mation. There is, of course, no 
trace of evidence that Dr. Oppen- 
heimer ever gave aid or comfort 
to the enemy in any shape or 


form. 
Repaid Debt. 

After admitting all this, the

In this 
highly important instance, So- 
viet science actually surpassed 
American science. Our physi- 
cists and weaponeers had to 
scurry to achieve the version of 
the Russian design that the AEC 
recently tested in the Pacific. 

Other Proofs. 

There are other such proofs. 
There is the appearance of the 
new Soviet long-range jet 
bombers, two years ahead of the 
Pentagon schedule. There are 


the recent Soviet advances that 
we cannot match in the field of 
electronics, where we used to 
think we had a commanding 
lead. There is the mass of evi- 
dence that the Soviets are well 
ahead of us in the vital field of 
guided missiles. 

These few grim facts that 
have slipped through the cur- 
tain of official secrecy mean one 
thing and one thing only. We 
are in danger of losing the air- 
atomic supremacy that has been 
this country’s whole defense in 
the post-war years. If we do not 
guard against this danger, the 
time may not be far off when 
this country will lie naked and 
exposed to the Kremlin's supe- 

or power.

a of this threat, the 
country has urgent need of 
the talents of all the greatest 
American scientists. Not just 
their talents are required, either. 
Their enthusiastic and self-confi- 
dent collaboration with the Gov- 
ernment and one another, their 
dedicated and inspired work 
against time, are now essentials 
of American survival. 
Greater Peril. : 

These are the larger require- 
ments of American security. The 
Gray board mumbled something 
about them, and then forgot 
about them. Yet they have got 
to be considered. For what im- 


.| perils this country more greatly: 


Dr. Oppenheimer’s regrettable 
tendency to be eontemptuous of 
government flatfeet, or the loss 
te.the Soviet Union of.our lead 
in weapons devel ent? 

With that question staring them 
in the face, the majority of the 
Gray board have looked at the 
little things and not at the big 
things. They have sacrificed the 
bell-wether of the scientific flock, 
whose personal talents are quite 
valuable enough to justify a dif- 
ferent decision. They have con- 
vinced the majority of other 
scientists that this sacrifice has 
been made to satisfy the per- 
sonal spite of the chairman of 
the Atomic Energy Commission, 
Adm. Lewis Strauss. They have 
endangered the whole partner- 
ship between science and govern- 
ment. 

For what scientist, and in- 
deed, what ordinary sensible 
man, will wish to serve a gov- 
ernment that is not content with 
unquestioned loyalty, perfect dis- 
cretion, and vast and unrepaid 
past services? If you can still 
be a security risk when you have 
met these tests, the best thing 
to do is ‘cultivate your cabbages 
until the end comes.

Commission Can’t 
Merely Say Yes 
or No to Special 
Board’s Ruling. 


By ROSCOE DRUMMOND 
WASHINGTON. 
HE report of the special se- 
curity board in the case of 
Dr. J. Robert Oppenheimer 
—_ ies three immediate conclu- 
sions: : 

That the Oppenheimer hearing 
has proved itself to be a veritable 
model of fairness, care and deter- 
mination to get‘at all the facts— 
judivial, orderly, thorough. 

That the divided decision of 
the three-man security board, 
finding Dr. Oppenheimer “loyal,” 
“discreet” but still unsuitable for 
clearance, leaves a final and large 
responsibility with the Atomic 
Energy Commission itself. 

The issue now confronting the 
AEC is not a simple “yea” or 
“nay” to the security panel's ma- 
jority verdict, but requires new 
study and full judgment whether 
the 2-to-1 “unsuitable-for clear- 
ance” decision is consistent with 
or substantially violates the two 
findings about Dr. Oppenheimer. 
In other words, should a govern- 
ment consultant, even in a sensi- 
tive position, who is found loyal 
and leak-proof, be deemed inse- 
cure? 

Obviously two of the three 
honorable and intelligent mem- 
bers of the panel felt they 
should rule Dr. Oppenheimer 
insecure and there are aspects 
of the record to make their de- 
cision defensible. But there is 
a sufficiently visible, and to 
many a sufficiently large hiatus 
between the board’s pro-Oppen- 
heimer conclusions and its anti- 
Oppenheimer ruling to make it 
necessary for the Atomic Energy 
Commission to examine this 
hiatus. 

President’s View. 

President Eisenhower, I be- 
lieve, took this view at his press 
conference earlier this week 
when he declined to comment 
on the security board action on 
the ground that the decision was 
still sub judice until the AEC 
rendered the final decision. 

There are two things about 
this investigation which are re- 
assuring to the country. The 
security board itself cited one 
of them, namely, its decision 
that Dr. Oppenheimer, 
knows all the atomic and most

Could Come in 10 


Days in Spite of 
Rains. 


By J. M. ROBERTS JR.

HE United States may have 
only a few more days in 


which to make up its mind 
what to do about Indochina. 


There was a great perking up 


rot of ears in Washington yesterday 


over reports of heavy rains in 
Indochina. Just as 10 years ago, 
when he had to gamble on the 
weather for the invasion of Eu- 
rope, Dwight Eisenhower's time 
of decision today is affected by 
the weather. 

The rains at this time, how- 
ever, are not really expected to 
bog down the massive assault 
which the Communists are aim- 
ing at Hanoi. And their progress 
in that direction is vital to the 
American decision. 


Qualified observers still think 
the attack can be mounted—and 
that there may remain time for 
a military decision in the Red 
river delta— before the mon- 
soons really hit their stride 
about July 15. 

There is no great confidence 
among the French that Hanoi 
can be held even with American 
air support, and they have not 
yet received assurances that 
even that will be forthcoming. 

Will Make Stand, 


Reacting positively to the de- 
feat at Dien Bien Phu, they have 
decided to fight for the delta. 
But if it becomes apparent their 
strength is inadequate for that, 
they will almost surely be forced 
to shorten their perimeter rather 
than face a broadscale military 
defeat. There is little indication 
that France will rally again after 
another major defeat—not with- 
out direct intervention by the 
United States with troops. They 
will take such a cease-fire as 
they can get and end the war. 

There is a good chance that 
the battle for Hanoi will de- 
velop within the next ten days. 
If the French forces are then 
being forced toward a clearcut 
defeat, pressure on the United 
States will become very great. 


Many Washington observers 


doubt that the American public 


is prepared to back an inter- 
vention decision at this point. 
And it;seems very doubtful that 
President Eisenhower and Sec- 
retary of State Dulles will make 
any proposals to Congress until 
they are sure of sufficient back-

Geneva Still Has Priority 

In New York, the United Nations Security 
Council for the first time votes to take up the 
Indochina war. In Washington, military staff 
talks of five powers interested in the security of 
Southeast Asia begin. In Geneva, the diplomats 
debate what kind of supervisory machinery to 
set up if an Indochina ceasefire can be ar- 
ranged. 

From these three points of the compass, New 
York, Washington and Geneva, events are turn- 
ing which bear on the future of Southeast Asia, 
and the question in every American's mind is: 
Will those events lead to peace or war? 


The fears of all too many Americans are rep- 
resented by editorial comment from the Arizona 
Daily Star which we reprint under the cartoon 
today. Against those fears that American 
policy is heading toward war must be set 
the hopes of many that the clear opposition of 
the American people to intervention in Indochina 
will be heeded in Washington, and that counsels 
of restraint will be heeded in Moscow and Pei- 
ping. Either way, the fateful balance may be 
tipped within the next few weeks. 

. +. ~ 

This newspaper has made its own convictions 
clear. They are that the Indochina war is a war 
to stay out of. That a Southeast Asia defense 
pact to organize joint resistance against naked 
aggression is a proper object of American di- 
plomacy. That a Southeast Asia defense pact 
which is meant only as a convenient way of get- 
ting us into the Indochina war should be resisted 
if it is proposed. That any military action taken 
by the United States should be under the aegis 
of the United Nations. That so long as any hope 
flickers our first objective should be peace in 
Southeast Asia, in the interest of which we 
should enlist India’s good offices and be ready 
to seek a general Asian settlement including ad- 
mission of Communist China to the U.N. in ex- 
change for concessions by Peiping. 

Thailand's request that the U.N. Security 
Council send a peace watchdog commission to 
Indochina has been accepted for debate over 
Soviet opposition, but the debate has been post- 
poned indefinitely. So long as the Geneva con- 
ference is working on a truce agreement, a New 
York debate ought not to be pressed, and Am- 
bassador Lodge's plans for a European trip in- 
dicate that it will not be. But it is good that 
the issue at last is before the U.N. in some form. 
If the Geneva effort fails, that is where the issue 
ought to be—and American action should be 
guided by U.N. majority sentiment. 

As for the military staff talks in Washington, 
which bring together representatives of Aus- 
tralia, France, New Zealand, the United King- 
dom and the United States, these are only a 
shadow of the wider negotiations for a military 
alliance which Secretary Dulles originally had 
in mind. Whether they lead to something wider 
will depend partly on Geneva, and partly on 
the decision which President Eisenhower says 
has not yet been made on intervention. 

* - - 

Secretary of Defense Wilson, just back from 
Asia, says the problem is not so much military 
as political, and so it is—political in the sense 
that united military action by Western powers 
without the fullest Asian sympathy and support 
would» be reckless and probably ineffective; po- 
litical in the sense that military action in defense 
of a colonial position in Indochina would not get 
the Asia support any successful united action 
must have. 


So both the Washington and the United Na- 
tions aspects of the situation are secondary, for 
the moment, to the negotiations at Geneva. The 
priority still goes to the valiant effort of Brit- 
ain’s Anthony Eden and other diplomats to find 
a formula for a ceasefire. 

American policy at Geneva ought to be sym- 
pathetic to Mr. Eden’s effort, as it has not al- 
ways been, and unmistakably directed to an hon- 
orable end to the hostilities, as it has not al- 
ways been. So long as there is any hope at all 
of peace, it should be pursued. And if the ulti- 
mate result is failure, then our objective should 
be, not to get into the Indochina fighting, but to 
organize a defense against further aggression in 
Southeast Asia while refusing to:be sucked into 
an Asian war that -would divert our resources 
from the main theater, which is Europe.

Seven years’ experience with the integration 
of white and Negro students in the’ Catholic 
schools_of St. Louis should stand this community 


in good stead as it prepares to integrate the 


races in the public schools. 

Of that experience, the superintendent of 
archdiocesan high ,schools, the Rev. James T. 
Curtin, says that it has occurred “without any 
serious problems.” 

As quoted in The St. Louis Register, official 
Catholic newspaper of the St. Louis diocese, the 
superintendent says Catholic schools “are receiv- 
ing and integrating” Negro puplis “slowly but 
effectively.” bid 

From this body of experience the public 
schools can get a good idea of what to expect, 
can adopt any methods that have been devel- 
oped to smooth and expedite the integrating 
process, and can accordingly move ahead moré 
expeditiously than communities which are ex- 
periencing something new. 

The very uneventfulness with which the chil- 
dren of both races have become part of one 
educational process is most reassuring. 

In other areas of interracial integration, as 
well, St. Louis has moved ahead predominantly 
without incident. That has been true in the res- 
taurants and drug stores, theaters and hotels 
and swimming pools to which Negroes have 
been admitted. 

In this short decade during which St. Louis 
has been making its most marked racial prog- 
ress, there has been only one untoward incident. 

For all these reasons, St. Louis should expect 
to take a position of leadership among fhe prin- 
cipal communities of the nation in putting into 
effect the United States Supreme Court’s mo- 
mentous decision desegregating public schools. 

Some communities will need to learn to crawl 
before they can walk; St. Louis has already 
learned to walk. 

To make the most of this head start will be to 
St. Louis’s advantage, but that will not be the 
only advantage. 

It will be to the advantage of less favored 
communities throughout the land, which can 
look to this community as an example of what 
can be done and a guide to doing it. 

Is this not a challenging opportunity for any 
American city? 


Curtain Call for Season 36 

We are inclined to predict, without fear of 
successful contradiction or too much rain, that 
the thirty-sixth season of the Municipal Opera 
offers the thirty-sixth degree of the best in en- 
tertainment under the stars. If this is a Barnum- 
like mouthful, let us look at the schedule. 

The season introduces four of the finest musi- 
cals of recent years. It has just begun with 
“Call Me Madam,” which started in New York 
with a $7.50 top and two years later even made 
the late Senator Taft laugh at the song, “They 
Like Ike,” when the Senator thought such things 
were no laughing matter. And the season closes 


with “Oklahoma” which, to quote its theme ’ 


song, is still doing fine, Oklahoma, Okay. 

In between comes one of the bravest ventures 
in the form of “The Mikado.” Gilbert and Sulli- 
van has been missing from the opera for 17 
years.

The 355-to-8 vote which expansion of so0- 
cial security passed the House is an indication 
of how much this’ legislation has come to be 
taken for granted in its 19 years.

In 1935, seventy-seven Republicans joined 288 
Democrats in the House in making social secur- 
ity the law of the land, the Republican National 
Committee notwithstanding. And the Senate 
sent it along to the White House with only six 
dissenting votes to 78 ayes. Five years ago the 
House extended Social Security with only 14 
dissents to 333 ayes, and in the Sénaté only 
two members differed with the 81 who fa- 
vored it. “A

today’s commonplace. The history of social se- 
curity in the United States is an excellent &x- 
ample. In the years since the basic ‘act was 
passed, social security has gone forward with 
every step. Benefits have been increased. More 
workers have been brought under its provisions. 
Social security is today an accepted part of the 
American way and, far from leading to social. 
ism, its coverage is being extended to 10,000,000 
more Americans in a Republican administration.

Beauties of Nature 
On Washington Trip 
By Leonard Hall 


ASHINGTON in the spring is certainly one 

of the most beautiful cities in America. 

And the Maryland and Virginia countryside 

which surrounds the city, green and lush from 

a plentitude of rain- 

fall, furnishes an al- 

most startling con- 

trast to our moist- 

ure-starved Ozark 

landscape. I'd never 

tried  botanizing 

from a train before, 

but woke up early 

in the morning as 

the streamliner ran 

swiftly between 

York, Pa., and Bal- 

timore. This is a 

rough and densely 

timbered coun- 

try with few farms 

and swift, clear 

streams that cross 

and re-cross the right of way. The green growth 

was so luxuriant and there were so many flowers 

in bloom that I dressed hurriedly and went out 

before breakfast to the observation platform to 
enjoy the early morning scene. 


Now and then as we rushed along, I'd see a 
fly fisherman wading down the little river, drop- 
ping his lure into each likely pocket. The season 
was apparently two or three weeks behind ours, 
for many flowers bloomed there which blos- 
somed here earlier. One of the first things I 
-noticed was the masses of pink azalea growing 
not Only on the woodland floor but even on the 
rocky railway embankments. This is the smallest 
of the rhododendrons which our Ozark folk call 
“wild honeysuckle.” Now and then, deeper in 


“woods, I'd glimpse the larger and even more 


‘showy mountain laurel.

THERE WERE BOGGY PLACES along the 
stream banks where May apples grew two feet 
tall, hiding their single white flower beneath 
the great umbrella-like leaf. A huge sword fern 


“also grew there in profusion, sending up three- 


foot fronds, as well as great clumps of rattle- 
snake fern. Now and then we'd pass large groves 
of honey locust in full bloom and beside the 
little river were blue spiderwort, swamp butter- 
cup and the tall white plumes of the snakeroot. 
Doubtless there were many more, but the train 
came out into settled country again as we neared 
Baltimore and I started hankering for my morn- 
ing coffee. So I left my botanizing for some day 
.wifen we drive through this countryside, and 
went in to breakfast.

A GOOD PERCENTAGE of our representa- 
tives in Government in Washington are men of 
country background and I expect they find 
themselves yearning for home at this time of 
year.

On one day I 
lunched at the House restaurant with our own 
Representative A. S. J. Carnahan, who lives 
down south of us at Elsinore.

He had no knowledge of which side of each ceils face 
received hormone cream. 

The skin specialist could see no iinniesens between 
the two sides of any face. The women, when questioned, 
didn’t notice any difference in the side of the face treated 
with hormone cream compared to the side of the face 
treated with an ordinary cosmetic cream. 

Those women who had dry skins at the beginning of the 
tést had less dry skins on both sides of the face at its con- 
clusion. 

Dr. Behrman concluded that addition of hormones to 
cosmetic creams doesn’t cause any noticeable improvement 
4n skin condition or appearance.

My Day 
Our Policy on Communists 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 


NEW YORK. 
THINK the time has come 
| for us to reconsider care- 
fully our entire policy for 
finding Communists in our Gov- 
ernment—or anywhere else, as 
a matter of fact. 


The President, in telling what 
the Administration and the ex- 
reg branch had accomplished 

n this direction, emphasized the 
east that they had used the regu- 
lar Government officials charged 
with this duty, had observed the 
due processes of law, and had 
still achieved satisfactory results. 
It seems to me that if we con- 
tinue the congressional investi- 
gations in this field, we are 
going to find ourselves living in 
an atmosphere akin to that of 
Communist countries, for we are 
using the very weapons which 
those countries use. 

OB MALS 

I BELIEVE strongly that our 
country is not one in which 
Communist propaganda, or even 
Communist infiltration, will 
spread easily. We have not 
achieved a satisfactory standard 
of living for all our people, for 
there are still people with in- 
comes below the level that we 
think is a minimum, but we are 
working incessantly to achieve 
better conditions through , the 
co-operation of the people with 
their Government and with the 
leaders in those fields which af- 
fect our economic life. 

There is hope in this country 
that people can help themselves 
and that they can do it in free- 
dom. The hope is one we can- 
not afford to lose, because it is 
the real defense against Com- 
munist p and the type 
of infiltra which tries to re- 
cruit dissatisfied citizens to ac- 
cept a new ideology. The more 


dangerous type of infiltration, 
which might attempt sabotage 
or espionage and would be dan- 
gerous in military areas, must 
be watched by the regular FBI 
agents, as has been done in the 
past very successfully. 

I do not think it possible for 
us to retain confidence in our- 
selves if we continue to allow 
such loose charges as were re- 
cently made against the Central 
Intelligence Agency — charges 
which were promptly denied by 
CIA Director Alien W. Dulles. 

When a certain Senator an- 
nounces that there are subver- 
versives in the CIA, he should 
immediately produce names and 
proof, for it is a sensitive spot. 
One is tempted to believe that 
this may be as us a 
charge as that leveled months 
ago against the State Depart- 
ment.

One North-South bid and

It was one thing to reach the 
grand slam, however, and quite 
another thing to bring in the 
contract. 

West led the king of hearts 
and when South saw the dummy 
his first reaction was that he 
had bitten off more than he 
could chew. If he drew trumps, 
he would win, in all, four spade 
tricks, one heart, one club, four 
trumps and a club ruff in dum- 
my—a total of only 11 tricks.
